macuire ot railroad iron, many new 
buildings.are being erected, and, from its 
superior natural advantages (having rich 
deposits of iron ore and coal scattered 
profusely around it), the city must be¬ 
come a large and important place. 

V estorday, at 8 a. m., there was great 
bustle in the streets ; it seemed as though 
every horse, mule, buggy and carriage 
were brought into requisition to take 
the excursionists and the leading citizens 
of Chattanooga to the far-famed Lookout 
Mountain, the scene of the “battle above 
the clouds.” It was quite difficult to pro¬ 
vide carriage room for so large a com¬ 
pany, and some of our party decided 
to ride horseback; and among the num¬ 
ber, much to our joy and surprise, was 
friend Muzzy of the Democrat. He car¬ 
ried his head and his big umbrella so 
high—it was scorching hot—and sat on 
his steed so well (being iu close prox¬ 
imity to the animal’s tail), that ho was 
the “observed of all observers.” We 
were almost inclined to be a little 
envious; still, we were proud of him. 
He had on his beautiful beaver, tipped 
a little one side, iu his hand was a hand¬ 
some whip; mid as he started off we 
were ready to exclaim : “See what a fine 
nag and what a splendid rider 1” But 
after the horse and its rider had gone a 
short distance, there was trouble ; the 
two didn’t seem to agree very well, and

The base of Lookout Mountain is about 
two and a half miles in a direct line 
from Chattanooga; a wagon road, steep 
and winding, but well kept, ascends the 
mountain, which is about one and a half 
miles from Point Lookout, to which a 
rough road leads. The Point is one hun¬ 
dred and eighty feet perpendicularly 
above the field from which “Fighting 
Joe” Hooker so strategically drove 
Bragg’s army, is 1,500 feet above the

No one could stand on the “point of 
rocks,” and gaze at the magnificent pan¬ 
orama before him, (one of the grandest 
we have seen on this continent or in Eu¬ 
rope) and remember the wonderful deeds 
of valor performed on the battle fields 
around him, without being thrilled, yea, 
stirred to liis inmost soul. 

It has been our privilege to view the 
grand mountain scenery of Switzerland, 
the wonderful glaciers, and stand on In¬ 
spiration Point, overlooking the Yosera- 
ite Valley, and also on several occasions 
to gaze at Niagara Falls, but none of 
these sights, grand and impressive os 
they are, thrilled us more than did the 
one from Point Lookout. 

Our friend Hamlin, of the Rclienec- 
tady Union, in speaking of Lookout 
Mountain says ; 

’ “The mountain ends abruptly at the 
river, the point being narrow, but grad¬ 
ually widening as you follow it back, 
reaching a width of seven miles. Ike 
fligbest point of this bluff, looking tow¬ 
ard Chattanooga, consisting of immense 
rocks projecting over the perpendicular, 
is called Point Lookout. Standing here, 
2,000 feet above the river, the view is 
grand beyond description. Chattanooga 
lying before you, with her long lines of 
streets, looks like the map of a city, 
rather than a city of buildings, some of 
them large ones. Tho houses look no 
larger than the toy bouses of children. 
Hills from 50 to 75 feet high can hardly 
be distinguished from the level ground 
around them. A train of cars passing

Sunday night a destructive storm pass¬ 
ed over Pittsburg, Pa., doing great dam¬ 
age to streets, carr) ing off bouses, and 
causing the loss of many lives. At Alle¬ 
ghany City the storm was fiercest, and 
the most damage was done. About two 
hundred lives were lost. Many bodies 
have ulready been recovered. 

Accounts of the terrible flood which 
deluged nearly all the suburban sections 
of Pittsburg, as they come in, show that 
the disaster was far greater than was at 
first supposed. The extent of territory 
damaged is not less than 20 to 25 miles 
in diameter, and how the main portion • 
of tho city of Pittsburg, lying as it does 
in the centre of this circle, escaped fur¬ 
ther injury,appears almcstmiraculous.— 
The prevailing theory is that the disas¬ 
ter was caused by some kind of water 
spout. A public meeting to devise relief 
measures was held in Pittsburg, Monday 
night, and several thousand dollars were 
subscribed. Many more bodies were re¬ 
covered from the debris.

Chapter 421, of the laws of the Htute 
of N«w York, entitled, “An act to se¬ 
cure to children tho benefit of elementa¬ 
ry education,” provides, in substance : 

§ 1. All parents and those having 
clarge of children, shall instruct them or 
cause them to be instructed in spelling, 
reading, writing, English grammar, geog¬ 
raphy, and arithmetic ; and also provides 
that evory child between the ages of eight 
aud fourteen years, shall attend school 
fourteen weeks each year. 

J 2 provides that no child under four- 
twn years Bhall bo employed during 
school hours until he 1ms had fourteen 

§ 4 makes it compulsory on tho par¬ 
ent, guardian, or person having charge 
j of ft child to send the same to school. 

aud every several offense, or fivedollars a 
week for keeping the child out of school; 
uid penalties go to the public money of 
the district. 

§6. Text books in certain cases to be 
furnished by trustees. 

§§ 7 and 8 make provisions for send¬ 
ing to the house of correction truants and 
children found in the street during school

This gave rise to a long, interesting 
and heated discussion.

Gillett and Dr. Gallaudet, (New York,) 
would not accept the first two resolutions, 
but appeared satisfied with the last. 
Mr. Cooke, withdrew the first two, as 
they were a sort of preamble and he 
cared only for the principle contained in 
the third. Dr. Gillett moved to amend 
by adding “as faros practicable," after the 
words “with directions to avoid.” Mr. 
Cooke said this proviso would defeat the 
whole spirit of the resolution, for it in¬ 
troduced the very thing it desired to 
eliminate. It gave the teacher too much 
discretion. It begged the question. Sev¬ 
eral votes were taken, but amid the dis¬ 
cussion, men from every corner of the 
room wanting the floor, nothing could be 
carried. The resolution was finally put 
with the “unfinished business,” the 
amendment still pending. 

PUBLIC RECEPTION. 

In the evening a grand reception and 
ball were given to the delegates by the 
Mayor and citizens of Belleville. Invi¬ 
tations were sent out to a great many, 
and at eight o’clock the town hall was 
very full, and from that hour till mid¬ 
night the time was passed in speech mak¬ 
ing. All the distinguished men of the 
town and county made remarks and 
toasts and sentiments without number 
were made.

The separation between the 
words should • be marked by a slight 
pause, but no pause should occur before 
a word is completed. The finger lan¬ 
guage is capable of great expression, and 
is no bad expression for spoken lan¬ 
guage, owjjig to the facility with which 
it can be used. It was important that 
the use of both hands should be culti¬ 
vated, both on account of relief to the 
muscles and to the brain which works 
them, and Mr. Porter might have added 
that the hands should always be kept 
clean, and the finger nails well attended 
to. Thorough work should be made in 
drilling pupils into the use of the one 
hand alphabet, and pupils should be 
taught to use both hands from the very 
outset. The task was difficult, but should 
be slowly undertaken and pushed on 
with care to success. Let the gestural 
signs be merely subordinate, and pupils 
taught to use the finger language in 
preference to signs. He asked a trial of 
his system, and concluded amidst ap¬ 
plause. 

Mr. Geo. Wing’s (a mute), paper on 
the best means of teaching the idiomatic 
use of the English language, was read 
by Mr. Noyes and interpreted by Mr. 
Ely, Principal of the Maryland Insti¬ 
tute. The paper condemned looseness 
in teachers, whereby memory alone, and 
not the thinking faculties, was culti¬ 
vated. Thus pupils learned multitudes 
of words to which they attached either 
a wrong meaning or none at all. The idea 
is the substance, the word the shadow, 
therefore the importance of beginning 
right could not be too highly estimated. 
The substance must always precede the 
shadow, and mere memorizing of words 
should be avoided. Stuffing was the 
cause of nine-tenths of the failures in 
deaf-mute instruction. 

Mr. G. F. Schilling, of Wisconsin, 
read a paper entitled “In the school¬ 
room.” He said that, whilst perfection 
was impossible, yet the teacher if he per¬ 
severed must succeed in teaching the pu¬ 
pil to converse by means of signs. The 
teacher should not wait until pupils had 
mastered the whole alphabet, as many , 
words in the English language can be 
formed into complete sentences, readily 
understood and only composed of the few 
letters most frequently used. Language 
should be made expressive of correct 
ideas, and these ideas should be clothed 
in simple and clear language, easily un¬ 
derstood by any child. Short and dis¬ 
tinct sentences should be used. Various 
plans of teaching on this principle were

He also described 
the inside of a European schoolroom 
remarking upon the extent of object and 
picture teaching, and telling how in one 
place he had found the walls covered 
from floor to ceiling with pictures. 

Rev. Mr. Berry related his experience 
with European blackboards.

the teacher should know other than the 
language which he teaches.
